The Landwehr System. 

There is perhaps nocountry in Europe 
which bas not been severely affected in 
some shape or other by the war just con- 
cluded between Prussia and France, and 
whose system of government bas not suf- 


tered some change. This is_ particularly 


| evident in the radical reformation of the 
| military systems of the different nationali- 
| ties. The old plan of conscripting a part 
of the population by lot, and retaiving 
them in the service for a considerable num- 
ber of years, so generally in vogue all over 
Europe, had to give way inview of the 
splendid achievements of the Prussian 
Landuvehr system. Fighting with small 
regular armies, whose soldiers have made 
fightixg their profession, must be consid- 
ered among the things of the past, and, in 
future wars, we must only look for terrific 
struggles between armed nations, who 
rush upon -each other like avalanches, 
overwhelming the weaker party by an 
irresistible force of numbers. Like the 
Persian hosts of XERXEs and Darivs, the 
armies will henceforth be counted by 
hundred thousands and millions, and 
war will be waged a grander 
:cale than ever before. 

The French legislators

are considering a project for the introduc- 
tion of the system of a general arming of 
the people according to the Prussian plan 
into France. They have learned a lesson 
from their defeats,and mean to beat the

their own game, as Prussia 
did with France in the times of the old 
NAPOLEON. At that time the Prussian 
army wasrestricted by the mandates ef 
| the French conqueror to a very small num- 
ber, and the great NAPOLEON imagined 
that he could by such means render that 
little warlike State utterly powerless. But 
under the administration of ministers like 
Von STEIN and others, Prussia adopted 
an expedient which, in the end, resulted 
in agreattriumph. By reducing the term 
of service of the conscripts to a very lim- 
ited period, gradually the entire Prussian 
youth was trained in the use of arms, and 
so Prussia, in the wars of 1813,'14 and '15. 
was able to call all the discharged levies 
into the field again, and thus bring out an 
army which proved more effective against 
the French legions than the armies of the 
immense Austrian and Russian empires. 
Then NAPOLEON recognized too late that 
he bad underestimated the value of 
the Prussian Landwebr, to which he had 
before attached no value whatever, 
and even at St. Helena he said one of the 
greaicst mistakes of his life was that he 
had rot wiped the Kingdom of Prussia 
from the map of Europe. But great as 
the results cf this system were then— 
when it existed only as it were under the 
guns of an army of occupation—its full 
advantages in a more perfected shape be- 
came evident oply in 1866 in its war with 
Austria. Alter that huge display ot Prus- 
sian strength and of the efliciency of the 
Landwebr, France and Austria made 
some radical changes in their military 
systems, by which they claimed to sur- 
pass the Prussian system. But the last 
war has proved that they were not as effi- 
cient as was expected, and the French 
Mobile Guard system 1s to be abandoned 
and the Prussian military system, witha 
few changes to adapt it to the French na- 
tionality, to be adopted in France. Rus-

sian plan. In Italy, General RicciorTt, 
the Italian Minister of War, has advised 
the Italian Chambers that the Italian 
Government intended to bring in a bill 
introducing the Prussian military sys- 
tem into Italy. Austra is also 
reorganizing her army on a new plan, and 
means to obliterate all differences between 
the organization of her army and that of 
Prussia. Not only the great powers of 
Europe, however, but also the smaller 
States, anxious to defend their independ- 
ence to the last against the encroachments 
ot their more powertul neighbors, propose 
to introduce a system which, by making 
anarmy of soldiers of the whole people, 
would give them a force which would be 
of great service in case they were attacked. 
This is particularly true of Denmark and 
Holland, whicb, in their present condition, 
couid onky furnish some brigades that 
would prove but a mouthful for their 
greedy German neighbor, while the Land- 
webr system could give them armies that 
would prove formidable even to the Ger- 
man Empire.

in Germany, as the German would prefer 
to suffer patiently even great wrongs 
inflicted on him by the rulers of his coun- 
try than to attempt a subversion of the 
existing order of things by violent means 
It is probable, however, that the northern 
parte of Europe, Russia, Denmark, Hol- 
land, and some of the central States, like 
Switzerland and Austria, could reap ben- 
efit from the Prussian system. Their 
population is too cultivated and phileg- 
matic to be easily incited to acts of 
violence, and they look with feelings of 
disgust upon revolutions and revolution- 
ists. Not so with the Latin races. With 
their hot blood and spirit prone to vio- 
lence they look upon violent overthrow of 
& government that displeases them 
as a matter as natural ag desirable. 
The slower and more moderate 
means adopted by their northern neigh- 
bors are scornfully rejected by them, and 
their ardor isas easily turned into the 
channels of evil as of good. The present 
insurrection of the Parisian National 
Guard shows how dangerous it is to in- 
trust them with arms. The weapons that 
are destined for the defense of the country 
against outward foes would only too often 
be turned against their own countrymen, 
and provoke civil war more injurious to 
their country than a foreign conquest. 
For these reasons it will be almost impos. 
sible for the southern countries of Europe 
to adopt the Landwehr system in its 
broadest sense. 

From a political point of view this 
change in the military system o’ Europe 
may be of the greatest importance, aside 
from the effects which, as we have indica- 
ted above, might arise among the Latin 
races. Armies and people would form no 
longer two distinct classes, and the 
weapon which in wise hands would work 
for the benefit of the respective govern- 
ments might be turned against the tyrant, 
and much good may be expected from 
a measure which will teach the people 
their strength and power. 


A Culpable Board of Directors. 

The suspension of the Central Savings 
Bank, after a career of less than two 
years, is an example of bank mismanage- 
ment as surprising as it is rare in this city. 
It we are to believe the statement of the 
board ot directors it would seem that to 
no portion of the public is the surprise 
greater than to these gentlemen that the 
business of the bank had been improperly 
managed. ‘They innocently tell us that 
they have unexpectedly discovered “irreg. 
ularities” in the accounts of their chiet 
officers, and that im their judgment 
the uflairs of the bank = are 
in pretty bad condition. This, 
to be sure, is a most surprising confession, 
and implies a degree of ignorance of, and 
inattention to, the business which they 
were chosen to supervise and direct, which 
we hope is altogether singular among the 
boards of direction of our banking estab. 
lishments, That the business of a bank 
should be so conducted that neither its 
President nor Directors should be able to 
tell without a _ special investigation 
whether its affairs were in a 
solvent condition or its  ofticérs 
bad served them honestly, affords an 
illustration of official remissaess too culpa- 
ble tobe allowed to pass without com- 
ment. 

Why should there be a board of directors 
atall, if motto do and to know precisely 
what the management of the Central 
Savings Bank frankly confess they did 
not know and bave not done? And what 
makes matters still worse, the signature of 
the President of the bank is appended to 
the same statement. Now, there is no 
suspicion that any of these gentlemen 
are mixed up in the frauds 
or irregularities of the discharged 
cashier. But they might as well have 
been, for all the benefit they have been to 
the stockholders and depositors whose 
interests they were appointed to wateh 
and serve. Perhaps not a day passed 
that did not find the President in his office, 
and yet these “irregularities” were going 
on all the time under his very nose, and 
have beep going on for a cpnsiderable pe- 
riod, and be knew nothing ofit. At least, 
this is what the public is asked to believe. 
Surely, a bank had as well be without a 
President entirely as to have so useless 
a one as this gentleman has been accord- 
ing to his own statement. 

Had the President and Directors of the 
Central Savings Bank properly done their 
duty it would have been impossible for 
apy cflicer of the bank to bave misman- 
aged its affairs. For their neglect of so 
important a trust they should be held 
up to public censure, and nothing could 
be more.just than a law which would hold 
them personally liable to indemnity every 
innocent sufferer tor any losses that such 
may sustain. Experience elsewhere, still 
more than here, conclusively shows that 
the only certain way of protecting the 
public against improper and rascally pro- 
ceedings on the part of the officers o! 
financial institutions is to hold the direc- 
tors to a strict personal accountability. 

We would fain hope that there 1s not 
another such directory in this city as that 
ot the Central Savings Bank. If there is, 
the public should be forthwith informed 
of the fact. It is neither wise, safe nor 
lawtul that the funds of stockholders and 
depositors in a chartered institution like a 
bank should be left to the control of a sin- 
gle officer. As no corporate institution is 
legally complete without a board of marn- 
agement and control, so no bank can be 
regarded as absolutely safe where the di- 
rectors are merely nominal and the 
cashier or president is its only 
real representative. To place 
an Officer in such a position isto expose 
him to a most dangerous and needless 
temptation, Every one knows how such 
banks are commonly managed. An officer 
in such a position may be never so honest, 
still, if his will and wish be supreme, the 
interests of individuals, or of cliques, will 
inevitably be preferred to that of the stock- 
holders. Nobank is whatit should be 
without a live and intelligent board of 
directors, and, if every bank in Louisville 
is presided over by such a body, there 
need be no fear of any second affair like 
that of the Central Savings,

WHO COMES NEXT? 


The argument co behalfof M. A. Walker was 
concluded yesterday evening by Col. Gill, who 
followed up tbe line of argument tntroduced the 
evening before. He insisted that the forgiog of 
the names to the petition for pardon by nis cii- 
ent, grantipg that fact established by the testt- 
mony, Was Dot a professional act; that it was 
done by the man Walker, and not the attorney 
Walker—as procuring petitions to be stgned, in 
any case, Was vot necessarily by a lawyer, but 
might be done by any one outside the profession. 
The speaker, witheut calling names, revealed 
a good many disreputable practices, both by 
jurors snd members of the bar. He once ap- 
proached a juror in the Ctreult Court of this 
county to solicit his signavure to a petition for 
the pardon of one of his own (Colonel G.'s) cli- 
ents, The answer was,“if your client will pay 
me a certain sum of money,I will not only give 
him the benefit of my signature, but will procure 
other signatures cesides.” He turned to the 
“investigating committee”? to know why they 
had not begun with lawyers of higher position 
in society than Walker.. Why not investigate a 
robbery. perpetrated in a professional way, by a 
certain attorney of thia city who once held the 
office of Circuit Judge? Why did the committee 
not send for Oliver Lucas, Judge Peter B. Muir 
ard the widow of Harry I. Storts, all of whom 
cou'd tell of thefts ranging from $5C0 to $2,000? 
Mr. Hagan cloxed tbe discussion in this long 
and tiretome litigation. He could not see how a 
man could stealas attorney, violate the seventh 
commandment asan attorney, or do any other 
raccally trick. Acts of this character must pec- 
essariiy be committed by the man, though it 
was the duty of the court to see that the attor- 
ney should be beld responsible for them. He 
read from eeveral authorities to sustain him in 
his position, that the proper procedure tn this 
ca-e was by rule, and, after an eloquent tribute 
tothe glory and aignity of the professton, sub- 
mitted the cause to the court.

The defendant 
filed bis avswer, in which he denies the 
alleged abaudonment of the plain.uf, and 
charges that plaintiff! deserted him without 
Cause, With the intention of separating from 
him. He prays a divorce. 

It is showpb by the deposition of Sarah Rupp 
“thatthe plainufl left the defendant in Juue, 
1Xu8, for what cause sbe d0€8 nut koOW, uBless 
that tbe plain'iff vas treated badiy by the de- 
fendant’> two daughters, and bad no protection 
from dtf-tdant. She dors not know wheiber 
def ndant bas coutribu'ed at all to the support 
of piaintif. The plaintiff’ :upports herself. e- 
fenoatt’s caugbters quarreled with the plaintiff 
a good deal. Defendant's daughters are about 
sevenieen abd twenty years of age. Thick it im- 
possible for plaintiff and defendat to live to- 
gether as Wan and wife with defendant's daugh- 
ters in the same bouze. Don’t think they wil: 
ever live together.’’ 

Theresa Saeiger, avother witness for plaintiff, 
S'a@tes “that plaintiff’ abandoved defendant; they 
lived togetber from February to June, 186%; plain- 
tif? left defendant because defendant's oldest 
daus hier threw a getile at ber, and abused her. 
Defetdant told witness thut be preferréd living 
with bis daughters to livipg with the pluintiff’. 
At the birth of piaintiff’s colid, witness gave her 
everything she needed; defendant gave her noth- 
ing. Wituese took plaintiff to ber house. Plalo- 
tif makes herownsupport. Whenever defend- 
anti came heme he always put bis daughters up 
to misuse the plaintiffs. the would come 
to the house of wiiness and ask tor something 
toeat.
